CLEVELAND (AP) — Geothermal 
energy 
is 
being 
overlooked 
in 
America, says a professor whose 
university is doing the only federally 
sponsored geothermal research. 


“ Geotherm al 
potentials 
are 
tremendous,” said Dr. Alexander R. 
Troiano of Case Western Reserve 
U niversity’s 
Departm ent 
of 
Metallurgy 
and 
Material 
Science. 
‘‘But geothermal energy doesn’t have 
the glamour of solar and nuclear- 
power sources. That’s why it has been 
neglected.” 
His department is receiving a total 
of $1 million in government grants to 
study the power source. 
Geothermal energy derives from the 
natural heat of the earth’s interior. It 
is 
commonly 
observed 
through 
geysers such as “ Old Faithful’’ in 
Yellowstone Park. 
In Iceland, 8 0 to 90 per cent of the 
homes, buildings and industry are 
heated or powered by geothermal 
energy, according to Troiano. 
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“ We are far behind in exploiting 
what we have always had,” he said. 
“ The first regular use of geothermal 
power for driving electric generators 
was at Larderello, Italy, around the 
turn of the century. They’re still going 
strong.” 
Use of geothermal power in the 
United States has been limited 
primarily to curative uses such as the 
mineral waters of White Sulpher 
Springs, W.Va. and Hot Springs, Ark. 
The energy source has been largely 
ignored until recently because oil and 
gas has been inexpensive, Troiano 
said. 
“ The petroleum people are the 
logical ones to probe for geothermal 
energy,” 
Troiano 
said. 
“ Until 
geothermal exploration gets the same 
(tax) incentives as oil and gas explor­ 
ation, they’re not going to be very 
enthusiastic.” 
The scientist says that geothermal 
wells, generally speaking, are drilled 
in depths of 5 ,000 to 6,000 feet deep 
where the earth’s surface is thin. They 
yield steam or superheated water with 
a high salt content. Aerial photography 
using infrared film locates “ hot 
spots,” potential well-drilling sites. 
Some areas of potentially tremendous 
yield of geothermal energy have been 
located. 
The entire Im perial Valley of 
California sits on a pool of superheated 
water. It has been estimated that wells 
in the area could provide more than 10 
per cent of the nation’s electrical 
power. 
“ The 
first 
real 
com m ercial 
development for geothermal power in 
the United States is in the area of Big 
Sulphur Canyon, 90 miles north of San 
Francisco,” Troiano said. 
“ The area abounds with steam jets 
out of earth crevices, fumaroles, pools 
of steaming water and the strong smell 
of rotten eggs. It’s been called the 
gateway to hell and the gate way to the 
future,” he said.

Expensive Risks 
Seen In Solar Energy

President Carter’s proposed income 
tax breaks for homeowners who use 
solar energy has prompted new in­ 
terest in the sun as a source of power. 
But consumers will find the field full of 
com plications and potentially ex­ 
pensive risks. 


There are three basic uses for a 
residential solar energy system : 
Providing hot water, heating a 
swimming pool and heating the home. 
(Solar energy also can be used for air 
conditioning, but government experts 
say that such systems generally are 
very expensive compared to con­ 
ventional operations.) 


All solar systems include a collector 
to capture the sun’s energy, a storage 
device, a distribution system and 
controls. Heat from the storage system 
is distributed in two basic ways: 
Through hot water which circulates in 
radiators or baseboard units and 
through a forced air duct system. 
The logical starting place for owners 
of existing houses, however, is with a 
solar hot water heater. It is cheaper 
than a complete solar heating system 
and usually can be installed without 
major remodeling. 
Total costs vary from unit to unit, 
with many systems rang ng from 
$1,5 00 to $2,000. According to the 
Federal Energy Administration, a 
solar system can cut water heating 
costs by 50 to 8 0 per cent, depending on 
the unit and location. 
The solar hot water heater must be 
used in conjunction 
with a 
con­ 


ventional system to serve as a back-up 
when the sun does not shine. The 
regular heater also is used to boost wa­ 
ter temperatures higher than the 90 or 
100 degrees provided by the solar 
system. 
The federal government has several 
publications available on solar energy. 
“ Solar Energy and Your Home,” by 
the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, answers basic questions 
about solar energy and is available, 
free, from the Consumer Information 
Center, Pueblo, Colo., 8 1009.

Because of the complexity of solar 
systems, the goverment recommends 
that an expert install the devices, 
although there are some do-it-yourself 
kits available for hot water heaters. To 
find a solar engineer, try calling a 
local university and asking to speak to 
one of the professors about solar 
energy. He or she may be able to put 
you in touch with a reliable workman.

By I .DULSE COOK 
Associated Press Writer 
President Carter’s proposed income 
tax breaks for homeowners who use 
solar energy has prompted new in­ 
terest in the sun as a source of power 
But consumers will find the field full of 
com plications and potentially ex ­ 
pensive risks. 


There are three basic uses for a 
residential solar energy system : 
Providing hot w ater, heating a 
swimming d o o I and heating the home 
(Solar energy also can be used for air 
conditioning, but government experts 
say that such systems generally are 
very expensive compared to con­ 
ventional operations.) 


All solar systems include a collector 
to capture the sun’s energy, a storage 
device, a distribution system and 
controls. Heat from the storage system 
is distributed in two basic ways: 
Through hot water which circulates rn 
radiators or baseboard units and 
through a forced air duct system. 
The logical starting place for owners 
of existing houses, however, is with a 
solar hot water heater. It is cheaper 
than a complete solar heating system 
and usually can be installed without 
major remodeling. 
Total costs vary from unit to unit, 
with many systems rang ng from 
$1,500 to $2,000. 
According to the 
Federal Energy Administration, a 
solar system can cut water heating 
costs by 50 to 80 per cent, depending on 
the unit and location.

DAYTON, Ohio (A P) - Ham radio 
operators attending the 26th annual 
"Hamvention” here over the weekend 
heard

correspondent tell how his career 
began with a shortwave radio. 
Roy Neal, who reports primarily on 
aviation and space for NBC, said that 
when he was 13, “ I began listening to 
shortwave radio and was fascinated by 
my neighbor’s equipment— par­ 
ticularly the glow from the mercury 
vapor tubes in his set. 
“ To me, a radio is like a fine, new 
suit. I’m proud to show it,” Neal said 
Saturday. 
Ronald L. Moorefield, spokesman 
for the American Radio Relay League 
Inc., which sponsored the convention, 
said it was the largest ham radio con­ 
vention in the world. It drew between 
15,000 and 20,000 ham operators, he 
estimated. 


But the 49-year-old prime minister 
refused to resign, saying his position 
was “ non-negotiable.”

The 
government has put the country’s 
three biggest cities under martial law, 
imposed press censorship and put 
most of the top-ranking PNA officials 
in jail. 


The decision to continue the cam­ 
paign was made public in a statement 
smuggled to supporters Sunday by 
retired Air Marshal Asghar Khan, 56, 
one of nine top PNA leaders being held 
by police at a government guest house 
near Rawalpindi. He said the PNA 
leaders agreed not to compromise 
their demand that Bhutto resign. 


The air marshal, who heads the 
liberal Tehrik-i-Istaqlal party, urged 
the armed forces to disobey the prime 
minister’s orders. 
The Pir of Pagaro, a Moslem 
religious leader who 
is acting 
president of the PNA, told a news 
conference that negotiations between 
Bhutto and the opposition were con­ 
tinuing through Arab mediators. How­ 
ever, one of them, Foreign Minister 
Khalifa el-Suweidi of the United Arab 
Emirates, returned home Sunday.

Ham Operators 
Attend Convention 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Ham radio 
operators attending the 26th annual 
“Hamvention” here over the weekend 
heard 
a 
network 
television 
correspondent tell how his career 
began with a shortwave radio. 
Roy Neal, who reports primarily on 
aviation and space for NBC, said that 
when he was 13, “ I began listening to 
shortwave radio and was fascinated by 
my neighbor’s equipment— par­ 
ticularly the glow from the mercury 
vapor tubes in his set. 
“To me, a radio is like a fine, new 
suit. I’m proud to show it,” Neal said 
Saturday. 
Ronald L. Moorefield, spokesman 
for the American Radio Relay League 
Inc., which sponsored the convention, 
said it was the largest ham radio con­ 
vention in the world. It drew between 
15,000 and 20,000 ham operators, he 
estimated. 


But the 49-year-old prime minister 
refused to resign, saying his position 
was “non-negotiable." 
The nine-party opposition coalition 
claims Bhutto’s party rigged the 
March 7 election, in which it won three- 
fourths of the seats in the National As­ 
sembly.

The decision to continue the cam­ 
paign was made public in a statement 
smuggled to supporters Sunday by 
retired Air Marshal Asghar Khan, 56, 
one of nine top PNA leaders being held 
by police at a government guest house 
near Rawalpindi. He said the PNA 
leaders agreed not to compromise 
their demand that Bhutto resign. 


The air marshal, who heads the 
liberal Tehrik-i-Istaqlal party, urged 
the armed forces to disobey the prime 
minister's orders. 
The Pir of Pagaro, a Moslem 
religious leader who is acting 
president of the PNA, told a news 
conference that negotiations between 
Bhutto and the opposition were con­ 
tinuing through Arab mediators. How­ 
ever, one of them, Foreign Minister 
Khalifa el-Suweidi of the United Arab 
Emirates, returned home Sunday.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
board chairman of Revco D.S., Inc., 
has promised full cooperation with 
state officials probing the nationwide 
drug store chain's system of billing the 
welfare department for prescriptions. 
Franklin County Prosecutor George 
C. Smith disclosed the probe Friday 
after investigators for the Highway 
Patrol, working with search warrants, 
picked up selected prescriptions at 
Revco retail stores in Shaker Heights, 
Cleveland, Chesapeake, Cincinnati 
and Columbus. 
“ We 
picked 
up 
the 
original 
prescriptions,” Smith said. “ Let’s say 
only that there were hundreds” in­ 
volved. 
He said there was some evidence of 
double billing on prescriptions for 
welfare recipients but 
would not 
elaborate. 
“ The probe is throughout the state of 
Ohio,” Smith said. “ It is of Revco 
doing business in Ohio.” 
He said search warrants were ob­ 
tained only for the five stores and 
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would 
not 
disclose 
whether 
prescriptions will be sought from other 
stores. 
Revco operates 159 drug stores in 
Ohio and nationwide has about 825 
stores in 21 states from New York to 
Arizona. 


Smith took jurisdiction of the case 
because the state welfare department 
pays bills from its Columbus office. He 
said the highway patrol initiated the 
investigation before turning it over to 
him. 


Patrolmen and assistant prosecutors 
William Shimp and Judi Solon from 
Smith’s office met in Cleveland Friday 
with Revco Board Chairman Lee C. 
Howley. 


Howley said 
afterward that

promised full cooperation in the probe 
and said he wasn't aware of any 
problem until he talked with in­ 
vestigators. 


“ I talked with Mr. Howley and he 
indicated complete cooperation with 
our investigation,” Smith said.

The use of antacids taken about an 
hour after meals is beneficial. It is 
interesting to note that milk is not 
considered an antacid, as many people 
believe. In fact, milk may even in­ 
crease stomach acids. All antacids and 
other drugs should, of course, be taken 
only with the doctor’s approval.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
board chairman of Revco D.S., Inc., 
has promised full cooperation with 
state officials probing the nationwide 
drug store chain's system of billing the 
welfare department for prescriptions. 
Franklin County Prosecutor George 
C. Smith disclosed the probe Friday 
after investigators for the Highway 
Patrol, working with search warrants, 
picked up selected prescriptions at 
Revco retail stores in Shaker Heights, 
Cleveland, Chesapeake, Cincinnati 
and Columbus. 
“ We 
picked 
up 
the 
original 
prescriptions,” Smith said, “Let’s say 
only that there were hundreds” in­ 
volved. 
He said there was some evidence of 
double billing on prescriptions for 
welfare recipients but would not 
elaborate. 
“The probe is throughout the state of 
Ohio,” Smith said. “It is of Revco 
doing business m Ohio." 
He said search warrants were ob­ 
tained only for the five stores and 


would 
not 
disclose 
whether 
prescriptions will be sought from other 
stores. 
Revco operates 159 drug stores in 
Ohio and nationwide has about 825 
stores in 21 states from New York to 
Arizona. 


Smith took jurisdiction of the case 
because the state welfare department 
pays bills from its Columbus office. He 
said the highway patrol initiated the 
investigation before turning it over to 
him. 


Patrolmen and assistant prosecutors 
William Shimp and Judi Solon from 
Smith’s office met in Cleveland Friday 
with Revco Board Chairman Lee C. 
Howley. 


Howley said afterward that he 
promised full cooperation in the probe 
and said he wasn't aware of any 
problem until he talked with in­ 
vestigators. 


“I talked with Mr. Howley and he 
indicated complete cooperation with 
our investigation,” Smith said. 
Smith noted that pharmacies are 
required 
by 
law 
to 
keep 
the 
prescriptions they fill. 


He said Revco retail outlets provide 
billing information to the firm’s home 
office at Twinsburg rn northeast Ohio. 
“The corporate headquarters puts 
the bills on computer tape and delivers 
the tape to the welfare department,” 
Smith said. “There it is put through 
their computer and, based on billing, 
checks are issued.” 
State records show Revco was paid 
$1.9 million for welfare-related 
business in 1976.

Heartburn is the bane of my 
existence. If it weren’t for the fact that 
jfter most meals I have this 
discomfort I would consider myself to 
De in perfect health. What is the 
medical explanation for severe 
leartbum? 
Mr. B B L., Calif 
Dear Mr. L.: 
The 
symptom, 
heartburn, 
is 
probably one of the most common ones 
brought to the attention of the doctor. 
A condition known as “reflux” is one 
in which stomach acids find their way 
into the lower portion of the esophagus, 
the tube through which food passes 
from the mouth into the stomach. 
Heartburn, known technically as 
“pyrosis,” may be caused by some 
anatomical problem which allows 
stomach acid to back up (reflux) into 
the lower esophagus. 
Normally, there is a sphincter, or 
muscle, that prevents this from taking 
place. 
A hiatus hernia at the juncture of the 


esophagus and the stomach or ulcers 
of the stomach and duodenum are only 
a few of the factors that can produce 
heartburn. 
It has been suggested that the causes 
of “reflux” could be lifting heavy 
objects, straining at stool, slumping in 
a chair after a heavy meal, over- 
distension of the stomach with large 
meals, tight girdles or belts that in­ 
crease the pressure in the abdomen. 
Doctors recommend that the chronic 
sufferer from heartburn eat smaller 
amounts of food at more frequent 
intervals rather than overload the 
stomach at any one meal. Swallowing 
air because of overexcitement and too 
much talking while eating should be 
avoided. Lying down immediately 
after eating also encourages reflux. 


Some doctors suggest that no food 
should be taken for at least three hours 
before retiring. Sleeping in an elevated 
position may reduce the reflux from 
the stomach. 
Doctors also suggest a regime of 
weight reduction, attention to diet, 
reduction of cigarette smoking and 
moderation of alcohol intake. 
The use of antacids taken about an 
hour after meals is beneficial. It is 
interesting to note that milk is not 
considered an antacid, as many people 
believe. In fact, milk may even in- J 
crease stomach acids. All antacids and 
other drugs should, of course, be taken 
only with the doctor’s approval. 


Persistent heartburn deserves 
complete X-ray and other studies of 
the esophagus and stomach, in order to 
be sure that there is no underlying 
disease responsible for this annoying 
symptom.

University of Illinois has established a 
new center for the study of reading 
comprehension that will examine how 
children acquire their reading skills. 
“When we think of reading com­ 
prehension. we think of the books in 
our sociology or literature courses,” 
says Professor Richard C. Anderson, 
who will direct the project. “But, a lot 
of tasks require following directions or 
looking things up in an index or a 
catalog.” 
The ability 
to 
use reference 
materials is crucial to people in many 
fields. Anderson explains. “A cook or 
mechanic must be able to read with 
good comprehension to perform 
adequately on the job.” 
Anderson says that children are not 
equipped with good reading skills, but 
must develop them. 
Researchers at the center will look 
at how children acquire these skills, 
and how they move from translating 
symbols into speech to read for 
comprehension. Most of the children to 
lie studied will be from grades three 
through eight.

KNOXVILUS, Tenn. (A P) — A toy 
train, a computer and biofeedback 
techniques that have helped epileptics 
avoid seizures are being used by a 
University of Tennessee psychologist 
to treat hyperactive children 
Hyperactivity is found in more than 
5 per cent of all children between ages 
6 and 12, according to estimates. 
Symptoms include a short attention 
span, constant running around, non­ 
stop talking and breaking things. 
In the past, hyperactivity has been 
treated 
with 
psychotherapy, 
traditional behavior modification 
methods and drugs such as Ritalin. 
Dr. Joel Lubar, who pioneered work 
on 
biofeedback 
treatment 
for 
epileptics, says the same technique 
may be a valid way of treating 
hyperactive children. 
“ It turns out that the same brain 
wave pattern that works for changing 
seizure threshholds in epileptics also is 
involved in motor activity move­ 
ment," Lubar said.“ For that reason 
we get a reduction of erratic motor 
behavior that 
you 
see 
in 
the 
hyperactive child.” 
Lubar said hyperactivity usually is 
caused by a low grade of brain damage 
present at 
birth or a delay in 
development of portions of the brain 
involved with processing sensory 
information. 
“ The sensory impressions that come 
into the brain don’t have the impact 
they do in normal children,” he said. 
“ So the child becomes wild and un­ 
manageable trying to get enough 
stimulation. 
"It’s the same thing as if a normal 
person was put in a room with very low 
light and no furniture and left there for 


hours and hours 
He would pace 
around and eventually would start 
banging the walls. 
A hyperactive child lives with that 
condition 24 hours a day. Lubar said. 
Biofeedback is used to increase the 
impact of stimuli coming into the 
brain 
The training consists of monitoring a 
child’s brain waves with an elec­ 
troencephalograph - EEG — and then 
letting the child observe the thought 
patterns that bring on abnormal 
behavior. 
“ The computer picks out the brain 
wave that is most important for the 
child to produce and transforms it into 
a very simple thing, like a tone or a 
light,” Lubar said “ One thing we’ve 
used is a toy train. In order to make the 
train go fast, they have to sit still. If 


they move, the tram stops 
“ They’re playing a kind of exciting 
thing against having to be quiet in 
order to enjoy it. That's just about the 
opposite situation you can develop for 
a hyperactive child When they learn 
to do that, they become accustomed to 
slowing down,” 


The psychologist said more than 75 
per cent of the 20 children with whom 
he has used the biofeedback technique 
in the past year have shown significant 
improvement in behavior and grades. 
Some also have been taken 
off 
medication. 


Lubar and Dr. I^onard Miller, head 
of the Southeastern Biofeedback 
Institute here, also have begun using 
biofeedback techniques to treat 
children with learning disabilities.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - A toy 
train, a computer and biofeedback 
techniques that have helped epileptics 
avoid seizures are being used by a 
University of Tennessee psychologist 
to treat hyperactive children. 
Hyperactivity is found in more than 
5 per cent of all children between ages 
6 and 12, according to estimates. 
Symptoms include a short attention 
span, constant running around, non­ 
stop talking and breaking things. 
In the past, hyperactivity has been 
treated 
with 
psychotherapy, 
traditional behavior modification 
methods and drugs such as Ritalin. 
Dr. Joel Lubar, who pioneered work 
on 
biofeedback 
treatment 
for 
epileptics, says the same technique 
may be a valid way of treating 
hyperactive children. 
‘‘It turns out that the same brain 
wave pattern that works for changing 
seizure threshholds in epileptics also is 
involved in motor activity move­ 
ment,” Lubar said.‘‘For that reason 
we get a reduction of erratic motor 
behavior that you 
see 
in 
the 
hyperactive child.” 
Lubar said hyperactivity usually is 
caused by a low grade of brain damage 
present at birth or a delay in 
development of portions of the brain 
involved with processing sensory 
information. 
“ The sensory impressions that come 
into the brain don’t have the impact 
they do in normal children,” he said. 
“ So the child becomes wild and un­ 
manageable trying to get enough 
stimulation. 
“ It’s the same thing as if a normal 
person was put in a room with very low 
light and no furniture and left there for 


hours and hours. He would pace 
around and eventually would start 
banging the walls. 
A hyperactive child lives with that 
condition 24 hours a day, Lubar said. 
Biofeedback is used to increase the 
impact of stimuli coming into the 
brain. 
The training consists of monitoring a 
child’s brain waves with an elec­ 
troencephalograph — EEG — and then 
letting the child observe the thought 
patterns that bring on abnormal 
behavior. 
“ The computer picks out the brain 
wave that is most important for the 
child to produce and transforms it into 
a very simple thing, like a tone or a 
light,” Lubar said. “ One thing we’ve 
used is a toy train. In order to make the 
train go fast, they have to sit still. If 


they move, the train stops. 
“ They’re playing a kind of exciting 
thing against having to be quiet in 
order to enjoy it. That’s just about the 
opposite situation you can develop for 
a hyperactive child. When they learn 
to do that, they become accustomed to 
slowing down.” 


The psychologist said more than 75 
per cent of the 20 children with whom 
he has used the biofeedback technique 
in the past year have shown significant 
improvement in behavior and grades. 
Some also have been taken off 
medication. 


Lubar and Dr. Leonard Miller, head 
of the Southeastern Biofeedback 
Institute here, also have begun using 
biofeedback techniques to treat 
children with learning disabilities.

I inears are dev ices placed between 
the CB radio and its antenna to bo o st 
the unit's legal transmitting po wer 
fro m fo ur watts to as many as 5 ,000 — 
mo re than so me co mmercial radio 
statio ns. 
The increased po wer results in in­ 
terference with o ther CBers and with 
neighbo ring telev isio n sets, radio s, 
stereo units and ev en electric o rgans. 
"It’s o ur mo st serio us pro blem ... 
o ne that’s critically impo rtant to 
curb,” say s Deputy Chief James C. 
McKinney o f the Field Operatio ns 
Bureau, the FCC’s enfo rcement arm. 
"A linear is perhaps 14 times mo re 
likely to cause interference with the 
neighbo rs and their ho me electro nic 
entertainm ent equipment than a 
legally po wered CB set,” he say s. 
With the pro liferatio n o f CBs — an 
estimated 22 millio n no w are in use — 
co mplaints abo ut their interference 
with TV sets and o ther equipment has 
beco me Uncle Charlie’s biggest 
headache. 
"Tho se co mplaints to taled abo ut 
3 0,000 a y ear in the 1 960s and early 
1 97 0s,” McKinney say s. "This past 
y ear they ro se to 1 00,000 and o ur 
pro jectio ns indicate as many as 200,000 
this y ear.”

loneliness and despair that plagued 
soldiers in the dark days of the war. 
Her inspiration and music remain a 
wistful memory of a traumatic time. 
Vera Lynn was the radio respite. 
Everywhere she goes, Dame Vera is 
followed by her legend. While in Nash­ 
ville, for instance, a stagehand at the 
Grand Ole Opry could hardly wait to 
meet the woman who made the misery 
of war a little less ugly. 
“In the occupied countries, the men 
could get shot if they got caught 
listening to the show,” she recalled in 
an interview in a plush hotel suite 
across the street from the Country 
Music Hall of Fame. 
“One man told me about listening in 
haystacks. He said he lost ll of his 
friends who had listened to the show.” 
The Japanese, in fact, put out 
propaganda during the war that she 
had been killed. 
She’s remained an active en­ 
tertainer in England. When she does 
concerts, she has to be particular 
about the music. 
“Ninety per cent has to be old 
wartime songs,” she said in her British 
accent. “They’re disappointed if I do 
too much new stuff. If I do new songs, 
they must be similar to old ones. 
“No matter where I go, the audience 
is ex-servicemen and their wives. A lot 
of them say things like, ‘It’s taken me 
35 years to write to you.’” 
During the war, her radio show was 
preceded by the news and remarks by 
British Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill. 
“I got thousands of letters a week,” 
she recalled. “I would sort out the 
mail, then go on the air and tell about 
wives having babies and give 
messages from moms, sweethearts 
and wives. 
“I guess the most memorable part 
was going to Burma to entertain the 
14th Army in the Japanese war. I 
traveled in a little station wagon with a 
piano and microphone equipment and 
a pianist. We used to have an escort 
because we got close to the fighting. 
“My smallest audience was two and 
the biggest 6.000. Sometimes the boys 
fixed up the stage for me. Sometimes 
six Spitfire engines and crates made 
the platform. And they would hang 
parachutes for drapes on the stage.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Communications Commission con­ 
siders use of illegal amplifiers the 
most serious violation of Citizens Band 
radio regulations because it interferes 
not only with other CBers, but with 
home 
electronic 
entertainment 
equipment. 
The FCC — known as Uncle Charlie 
to CBers — ranks use of so-called 
linear amplifiers second only to failure 
to use FCC call signs in its list of six 
“trigger violations,” or enforcement 
priorities. 
Linears are devices placed between 
the CB radio and its antenna to boost 
the unit’s legal transmitting power 
from four watts to as many as 5,000 — 
more than some commercial radio 
stations. 
The increased power results in in­ 
terference with other CBers and with 
neighboring television sets, radios, 
stereo units and even electric organs. 
“It’s our most serious problem ... 
one that’s critically important to 
curb,” says Deputy Chief James C. 
McKinney of the Field Operations 
Bureau, the FCC’s enforcement arm. 
“A linear is perhaps 14 times more 
likely to cause interference with the 
neighbors and their home electronic 
entertainment equipment than a 
legally powered CB set,” he says. 
With tile proliferation of CBs — an 
estimated 22 million now are in use — 
complaints shout their interference 
with TV sets and other equipment has 
become Uncle Charlie’s biggest 
headache. 
“Those complaints totaled about 
30,000 a year in the 1960s and early 
1970s,” McKinney says. “This past 
year they rose to 100,000 and our 
projections indicate as many as 200,000 
this year.” 
Some complaints result from the TV 
or radio manufacturers’ failure to 


properly shield their equipment from 
unwanted signals. But many others 
are due to the excessive power of 
linear-powered CB radios. 
Besides their effect on neighborhood 
TVs, linears violate the basic concept 
of CB radio, McKinney says. 
The FCC chose the four-watt limit 
“because it wanted a service to enable 
a large number of people to com­ 
municate on a small number of 
frequencies,” he explains. “The only 
way it could do so was to make sure a 
particular channel could be used 
simultaneously in neighboring com­ 
munities.” 
Thus, a CBer using only four watts 
can talk to a buddy in his immediate 
area 
without 
disturbing 
the 
“modulation” of other CBers in neigh­ 
boring communities. A linear, on the 
other hand, can tie up a channel for 
miles and often “bleed over” onto

adjacent channels as well. 
Smaller linears are used in cars — 
“mobiles,” CBers call them — to 
overpower nearby stations and reach 
parties beyond the normal ability of 
the radios. They usually provide from 
20 to IOO watts of additional power. 
Larger linears normally are used at 
CB base stations to talk “skip,” or 
farther than the 150 mile-limit on CB 
transmissions. 
“ Whenever we catch someone 
working skip,” McKinney says, “we 
invariably catch him using a linear.” 
Violators are subject to $500 FCC 
administrative fines and could have 
their equipment confiscated by court 
order.

“ We have enough coal to last for 
centuries, but it will largely stay en­ 
tombed in the ground if environmental 
zealots have their way,” Overton said. 
He specifically criticized a bill 
passed by the House lat week that 
would for the first time place stringent 
federal controls on surface mining. 
According to Overton, the bill would 
prohibit the mining of more than 35 
million tons of Western coal this year. 
By 1985 that figure will top 200 million 
tons if the legislation passes the Senate 
and is signed by the President, he said. 
Carter’s energy plan calls for an 
increase in coal production from last 
year’s 660 million tons to more than 
one billion tons by 1985. It aims to de­ 
crease the nation’s dependence on 
dwindling supplies of oil and natural 
gas by substituting the use of coal 
where possible. 
“ Coal is the only bridge we have 
between the shortage of oil and the 
future development of exotic energy 
sources like solar, thermal and tidal 
power. But nobody can bum it if we 
aren’t allowed to dig it,” he said. 
The House bill bans surface mining 
unless strip miners can fully restore 
the land to its approximate contour 
before mining. 
Overton said the bill is unnecessarily 
restrictive, adding that coal com­ 
panies recognize the problems of strip 
mining and endorse mining only where 
the land can be restored to beneficial 
use, but not necessarily to its original 
contour. 


Martha whistled a sigh of relief when 
the airplane touched down safely at 
her destination.

Chinese are embarked o n a pro gram to 
bu ild shelters fo r ev ery single perso n 
so they will be able to take refu ge 
u ndergro u nd. 
The So v iet Unio n, by effectiv ely 
pro tecting its po pu latio n and v ital 
installatio ns fro m a nu clear ho lo cau st, 
will hav e an ability to su rv iv e that we 
canno t match, u nless we meet the 
challenge. With that kind o f ad­ 
v antage, the Ru ssians co u ld find it 
adv antageo u s to make a nu clear 
strike. 
It is essential that all Americans 
realize that it is po ssible to su rv iv e 
su ch a strike. Fo r ex ample, scientists 
tell u s that we can pro tect o u rselv es 
against nu clear fallo u t thro u gh the u se 
o f u ndergro u nd tu nnels. 
As fo r o u r ability to inflict su b­ 
stantial damage o n the So v iets, it has 
been estimated that o nly 2 o r 3 per cent 
o f their po pu latio n wo u ld be destro y ed 
by an all-o u t attack. 
Pau l Nitze, a defense ex pert who 
serv ed o n o u r Salt I team , has stated 
that an effectiv e civ il defense pro gram 
is also a v ery effectiv e way o f in­ 
creasing pressu re du ring a co n­ 
fro ntatio n.

If America has failed to see the value 
of civil preparedness in recent years, 
other nations have not. In addition to 
the Soviet Union, which spends about 
12 times per capita more than the 
United States, others including 
Sweden, Switzerland, Ireland, and 
China, are preparing themselves in the 
event of a nuclear attack. 
Ireland, with only a few million 
people, spends more than the United 
States on civil defense; 
and the 
Chinese are embarked on a program to 
build shelters for every single person 
so they will be able to take refuge 
underground. 
The Soviet Union, by effectively 
protecting its population and vital 
installations from a nuclear holocaust, 
will have an ability to survive that we 
cannot match, unless we meet the 
challenge. With that kind of ad­ 
vantage, the Russians could find it 
advantageous to make a nuclear 
strike. 
It is essential that all Americans 
realize that it is possible to survive 
such a strike. For example, scientists 
tell us that we can protect ourselves 
against nuclear fallout through the use 
of underground tunnels. 
As for our ability to inflict sub­ 
stantial damage on the Soviets, it has 
been estimated that only 2 or 3 per cent 
of their population would be destroyed 
by an all-out attack. 
Paul Nitze, a defense expert who 
served on our Salt I team, has stated 
that an effective civil defense program 
is also a very effective way of in­ 
creasing pressure during a con­ 
frontation. 
It would be wonderful if we could rid 
the entire world of all nuclear bombs. 
However, the reality of things as they 
exist today make that next to im­ 
possible. 
Certainly, there is nothing at this 
point to suggest that a nuclear attack 
against the United States is imminent, 
but to minimize the danger from such 
an attack would be foolhardy. We 
cannot escape the obvious fact that if 
the worst actually happens, those 
people who are properly prepared are 
the ones who will survive. 


A-Plant Startup 
Causes Concern 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — A Toledo 
consumer group says the startup of the 
Davis-Besse nuclear power plant— 
Ohio’s first commercial atomic 
facility—is cause “ for serious concern 
for residents of northwest Ohio.” 
In a weekend statement, the Toledo 
Coalition for Safe Energy criticized 
predictions by Toledo Edison and 
Cleveland Electric Illuminating Co. 
which jointly operate the plant. Toledo 
Edison and CE I have said some 
electricity will be generated in two 
months and the plant will operate at 
full power by the end of the summer. 
"W e’re paying for that plant 
whether it works or not—and when it 
doesn’t work, we’re paying even more 
for expensive, emergency purchases 
of electricity from other utility com­ 
panies,” said Mike Femer, spokesman 
for the consumer group.

In addition to permitting election 
day signups, the pending bill also 
permits post card and door-to-door 
registration, and does away with the 
requirement that voters must re-regis­ 
ter if they go for two years without 
casting ballot in two years. 
The AFL-CIO, in “ News and Views,” 
noted that testimony in the Senate 
came from officials of Minnesota and 
Wisconsin, both of which have election

O EA Criticizes 
Plans For Freeze 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Education Association voiced its op­ 
position Saturday to any attempts by 
the state to freeze teacher salaries, 
class sizes or staffing requirements. 
A resolution approved by 1,-100 
teachers attending the 85,000-member 
organization’s Spring Representative 
Assembly said such restrictions 
“ would cause a serious deterioration 
of progressive education in Ohio.” • 
Delegates also approved a call for 
more OEA workshops designed to 
instruct teachers in methods and 
techniques of working with students in 
school systems involved in racial de­ 
segregation cases.

Administration to establish an in­ 
dependent cabinet post for education 
and voiced support of the Princeton 
Education Association in Hamilton 
County in its efforts to obtain a 
negotiations agreement with its school 
board.
